British policy, especially in recent 
years, has been to scrutinize! 
severely the exercise of that 
privilege lest it should, unwittingly| 
or deliberately, be used as a cover! 
o the operations of other nationals| 
for whose personal actions it is im= 
possible for the British Government, 
to take responsibility. It is com- 
mon knowledge that steps have 
from time to time been taken to 
stamp out such abuses when 
brought to light. Happily for the: 
Sood name of Great Britain they’ 
are not-frequent. Yet it is obvious 
that when a company, whose British 
registration is a mere “masquerade” 
‘or camouflage made possible by a 
Toosely drafted Order-in-Counelt, 
can $0 ‘avail itself of British’ 
services, the opportunity for abuses 
derogatory to British honour is wide 
‘open. “This of course does not, 
convey any criticism of the opera- 
tions of elther of the two com- 
panies involved in the cases which 
have brought the anomaly to light.

MANCHOUKUO HOPES 
s Nov. 9% 


Brlet referenée has already been 
‘made to the fifth “Report on Progress 
in Manchuria to 1996,” prepared, 
under the ‘auspices of the South 
‘Manchuria Railway. Company, by’ 
Mr. Roy H. Akagi. at Tokyo. 
Previous reports which carried the 
narrative only up to June 10994 
‘were published at Dairen by Mr. 
Henry W. Kinney who has now re- 
fired from the service. Mr. Akagi 
hhas followed in his predecessop's 
footsteps but has given the report 
hhis-own individuality by extending 
the provision of useful. maps. ai 
diagrams and by using discretion in 
referring. to events outside the 
chronological limit of the two years: 
‘assigned to him to cover, in order! 
to.give a full picture of the course 
of events. ‘The statistics deserve 
careful study; so do the facts ine 
dustriously "marshalled although 
obviously the document as a whole 
has to accept the values prescribed 
by the Japanese authorities. 
Specially interesting is the chapter 
on financial rehabilitation. What 
‘ever opinions may be held regard 
ing the merits of the Manchoukuo 
adventure, it is certain that it 
‘acquires considerable prestige by 
the reform of the currency which 
‘was $0 promptly and efficiently put| 
into operation by the new régime, 
Nothing could have been worse 
than the old feng piao currency 
‘which, by reason of cataclysmic de- 
preciations, had the character of an 
Indeterminable and crushing in- 
strument of taxation, overwhelming | 
the unhappy farmer and peasant. 
On June 30, 1932, shortly after the 
formal creation of the new State, 
the total of the old currencies out- 
standing was estimated::in Man- 
choukuo Yuan, the new unit (23.91, 
grammes of sliver) at M. Yuan 142 
Iiliion, ‘By the end of the year 34.13 
per cent. of the old currencies, ‘of 
which there are about 15 kinds and 
136 denominations, had been re~ 
deemed. ‘The process of redemp- 
tion ‘steadily advanced until on 
‘June 39, 1935, the total redeemed 
amounted: to M, Yuan 138 million 
or-97.17.per cent. = 

| With this reform as the basis, the 
nancial and monetary organization 
of the’ country could be put on a 














increased from M. Yuan 50 million 
in December 1932 o M. Yuan 152 
million in December. 1935. ‘The 
vieissitiides of the silver market 
and. other reasons led, in January 
1935, to the abandonment of 
the silver standard and the adoption 
of 2 managed currency, in order 
to stabilize commodity prices. . This| 
caused a decline in the exchange 
value of the M. Yuan by something 
like 40.per cent. in cight months, 
‘and the Government at Tokyo came | 
to the rescue by agreeing to support 
the linking of the M. Yuan to the 
yen at the end of October 1935, on 
certain terms. These terms ‘in- 
cluded the enforcement of an Ex- 
jchange Control Law which was| 
made duly effective on December 
10, 1935. So far as can be judged. 
this arrangement has secured the 
currency against violent fluctuation 
and preserved stability of prices. 
A still outstanding currency prob- 
Jem Is the abolition of the chaopiao 
which had been used: for many 
years in transactions for the sale 
‘of soya beans and other produce. 
Although there is something to be 
said in its favour the authoritative 
view is that this form of currency 
hhas become an anomaly now that 
‘the local dollar is linked to the yen 
‘and the disappearance of the 
chaopiao is forecasted as an event 
of the near future. 

Generally the peasants and farm- 
ers—many of them of the sturdy 
‘Shantung stock—find their security, 
economic and political existence 
under the new régime conducive 0 
prosperity. “It may even be said 
that ‘they have less cause for 
anxiety than the sponsors of the 
régime themselves. The Japanese 
have effected remarkable changes 
in the’ country: buildings have 
sprung up; especially in the new 
capital, roads and railways have 
been made to serve strategie needs 
first and: the requirements of the 
country’s industries second, but 
‘good communications have resulted. 
‘Aeroplane services. bring formerly 
inaccessible ‘places within reach. 
But the:price is’a heavy one: Im- 
migration: schemes have not been 
enthusiastically accepted in Japan 
for it is not easy to induce the 
‘Tapinese. to believe inthe merits’ 
of a-life ina: country which -pro- 
duces so flerce a winter. ‘The 
necessity for maintaining a\ strong. 
garrison to deal with the irrepres- 
sible bandits'who have inflicted a 
heavy casualty list on the Japanese 
forces as “recent admissions in- 
dicated, adds to the cost of Japan's 
suppor® of the new State. - Then 
there is the ever constant appre- 
hension regarding the mighty arm- 
ing of the neighbour on. the other 
side of the Khingan Mountains. 
Much capital has been sunk 
in Manehoukuo by Japanese finan- 
clers.- ‘They do. not perhaps 
perceive the diffeulties of maintain- 
Ing a virtually alion administration 
ina semi-hostile country,.nor the 
niceties of strategic policy’ which is 
so carefully watched by the Kwan- 
tung Army. They cannot be 
blamed: for,. in playing its im- 
portant role -as the development 
agency of Manchoukuo, the South 
Manchuria Railway Company is 
believed not always 4o have seen 
eye to oye. -with the military 
authorities and. has at times been 
rueful at the: amount of railway 
extension which ‘has been ‘planned 
‘on strategic. premises and is there- 
fore non-productive. However that| 
may be, the increasing strain on 
‘the Imperial Government's finances| 
‘at home has compelled the Japaneso 
financier to serutinize more criti- 
cally projects for placing further 
loans in Manchuria. He Is begin- 
ning to want some return on his 
capital already invested there. ‘The 
‘mere fact that the new Stale is be- 
ing intelligently trained” and use- 
fully developed does not satisfy 
him in his present anxiety, For the 
‘same reason he is probably inclined. 
fo question the wisdom of allowing 
the Kwantung Army to give more 
hostages to fortune in North China 
—a point on which the artless con- 
fidences of Mr. Yin Ju-keng exult- 
ing in the-forthcoming anniversary, 
of the founding of the Chi- Tung 
régime are~ divertingly eloquent. 
Manchqkuo, nevertheless, under 
astute Japanese direction, is playing 
4 sloutly nationalist hand, ‘The op- 
portunity for any: but Manchoukuo 
or Japanese interests is small and 
may. even further decrease, Mr. 
Akagi's report gives prominence to 
the signature of the Extraterritori- 
jality ‘Treaty on June 10 last. ‘The

While there must of necessity be 
some uneasiness about the situation 
in France, a disquiet which is em- 
phasized by .the recent revelation| 
in the “Gringoire” of preparations! 
for a Communist revolt, it would’ 
be very unwise at this juncture to 
regard it with anything approaching 
profound pessimism. The question 
‘of the accuracy or inaccuracy of the 
report really does not arise; it is 
inconcelvable that Moscow ‘Com- 
munists are. not. busily engaged| 
fishing in the troubled waters. of 
France, or ‘indeed in. any other| 
country, for there are indications! 
that the activities of the past, 
|despite the protests which have! 
'been. made to Moscow, have not| 
diminished to any appreciable 
extent, Indeed they may safely be| 
regarded as having been en- 
thusiastically increased in any! 
direction whence immediate profit 
might be derived. Western Europe 
has of late proved a happy hunting’ 
ground, and that despite a set of 
circumstances which would suggest 
that the communist cause is receiv 
ing a serious setback in the recent! 
Spanish developments. The defeat 
of the Spanish government, which. 
now seems to be only a question of 
time, will not necessarily, mean 
that peace will be brought ‘to the 
unhappy country, “There will re=| 
‘main the seeds of an overwhelming 
bitterness which will have a lasting| 
effect upon the fortunes of the: 
country for generations: to come, 
and years of insecurity may be con- 
fidently expected, ‘The proximity 
of.such an uneasy neighbour mus 
have a direct effect upon France's 
internal peace. Her Communists 
will naturally ‘burn to avenge the 
reverse which the cause has 
sustained in Spain, while. thelr 
adversaries will undoubtedly be 
eock-d-hoop over the moral effect| 
of the success. which, thelr Spanish 
fellows are achieving. 

‘That isthe position now,’and is 
exactly the danger which M. Blum 
and his colleagues feared at the 
outset of the Spanish revolt, Amid 
the vociferous demands from 
parties of all complexions for ai 
sistance for one side or the other, 
despite the . partisan utterances| 
and activities of the Government's] 
supporters and even of some of 
the Ministers, M. Blum with a 
firmness which deserves every con- 
gratulation . was able—internally_ 
‘and externally—to steer a middie 
‘course. This, up to the present has 
had the. effect of localizing the 
Spanish problem in such a manner 
as of itself to present only a 
modified threat to the peace of the 
world. . That success creates a 
Uability’ to mitigate the satisfaction 
thus induced. Feeling still runs 
hhigh in France, Communist dis- 
‘appointment feeds tho fires of 
Aiscontent and inspires a desire for 
an attempt to overthrow the present 
Government and the institution of 
fone based on the Moscow model, 
while, communism's opponents find! 
in the Spanish development an 
augitry for ultimate success. in 
France itself, For the situation, as 
it-at present stands in France, does 
not merely involve the question of 
the retention of the present form, 
of government against communism, 
but whether one or other of the 
political parties shall ultimately sot 
Up a totalitarian state comparable 
with those to be found in other| 
countries. M. Blum and the! 
moderates who agree with him, 
therefore, are not facing the pos- 
sibility of a rebellion against its 
authority, but a fight to decide what] 
form the future government of the| 
country shall assume. 

‘That seems to be the only logical 
conelusion to be drawn from the 
‘occurrences in France during .this 
year, Industrial . discontent has] 
ploughed a good fleld for com- 
munist sowing, and the number of! 
adherents 40 the extreme Left. is 
sufficiently imposing to make their 
arming a maiter for the most 
serious concern. How far the 
various political bodies have 
actually disirmed unden recently 
passed legislation i5.not clear.

‘Nleolson's reference to the Govern 
‘ment's programme for improving 
the physleal state.of the younger 
generation, there was the same 
thought, Great Britain will call 
upon her sons and dauighters to 
accept the obligations of thelr 
citizenship in the spirit of a com- 
mon endeavour to which discrimin- 
ating judgment as well as ordered 
‘obedience may be harmoniously 
applied. Tn this sani’ of ‘outlook 
it may’ be hoped that! the British 
people may safely equip themselves 
for the due. safeguard of the in- 
stitutions which they cherish and 
the loss of which would still further 
‘weaken the eause of civilization and 
progress. 


It Is diMeult to ignore the grave' 
‘note of these speeches. They do not 
shut the door on optimism but they 
firmly call for a fearless grasp of 
realities. ‘The Government's pro- 
gramme carrying schemes for im- 
proving the social condition of the 
people—an extension of the Un- 
ployment Insurance benefits to

‘The same attitude has been taken 
by, another great democracy in| 
making its fateful decision and, to 
use the expressive words of one of 
the defeated lenders—"the will of 
the majority prevails.”

‘social and economic controversies: 
‘ahead. For reasons already ex. 
plained the New Deal has not a 
complished the complete task of 
establishing recovery. It has the 
merit of having made people think. 
It has not been able to convert all 
‘thoughts Into practical achievement. 
President Roosevelt's programme 
‘hos been obstructed by clreum= 
‘stances beyond his control and al& 
bby its inherent defects as the pro- 
duet of a lively empiricism. It has 
set on foot enormous projects and 
it is fitting—even Republicans may 
be Inclined to think—that its author 
should be charged with the duty 
of “seeing the thing through.” By 
{their vote the electors have favoured 
the extension of federal power, 
particularly in social legislation and 

fave impliéitly endowed the cen- 
tral treasury with responsibility for 
‘the main financial control of the 
‘country’s affairs. ‘The Republican 
inclination for leaving reforms to 
the individual states is once more 
rejected. The difference of view is 
not new: it resolves itself into the 
old confllet between centralization 
and decentralization. 

It now remains to be seen what 
use the President will make of this 
strong confirmation of his policies. 
‘He has changed the character of the 
party cleavage in that progressive 
action is advocated by those who 
would strengthen federal authority, 
‘whereas In the past the conserva-

The 
President is faced with the dim-

He 
showed himselt In 1983. capable of 
rising to the needs of a great crisis, 
He may now have the opportunity 
of showing that he can no less ac- 
eurately assess the decisions de- 
manded of him in grappling with 
‘he possibly even more difficult task 
of stabilizing the structure hurried 
ly and experimentally erected dur- 
ing his first term of office. ‘The 
Roosevelt of the present has shown 
‘himself to be a fearless and astute 
politician. ‘The Roosevelt of the 
fature will be ealled upon to prove 
himself a. patriotic. statesman—no 
less fearless and astute—it only to 
pay the debt which he owes to a 
nation's trust and to, vindicate his 
Jeadership of a great’ and vigorous 
people, to whom the world to-day 
Is looking with spectal cogency of 
appeal.

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montarius” His-observation was that 
the muscles of certain frogs, suspend- 
ed from an iron, railing by copper

muscle caused contraction of the 
Iatter. His view of the matter was

‘Mr. Yin sald the ‘southern gate “ot

about a dozen officers under a Major.

Mr, Yin sald. his administration 
thought the Nanking Customs taritt 
too hlgh, ana, while he had no defin- 
te tarift in his territory, he eollected 
roughly a quarter of the Nanking 
rates.

‘often. mere narrow footpaths unsult- 
‘able for transport animals. Although 
{ess than fifty miles in a straight line 
from teeming centres such as Pelping 
‘these villages are as isolated com- 
‘munities ag one could find anywhere 
in the world. 

‘Of this little visited course of the 
river,T had done the lower half as

4 trip In the hills this autumn T 
planned to complete my acquaintance 
“with the Hunho and do the remaining 
half. from where it enters the hills 
to Yenhocheng. 
‘Maps Very Inacourate 

Going by the vory inaccurate maps 
whleh exist of these parts I” had 
selected a fort on the: Great Wall, 
called Yuancheng, as the best place 
from which to mike the attempt, It 
‘appeared -to: be-within easy reach of 
the river-only two miles away, But 
‘when T arrived on the ground things 
took on quite a different: aspect trom 
what they had-when reading the map 
ina comfortable arm-chair at home. 
Range upon range of formidable- 
ooking mountains seemed to separate 
us from the river, while the local 
‘guide T-had taken’ on was vague and 
essimistle, 

‘Two local inhabitants whom I mbt 
‘at the fort and who seemed to know 
‘something of the country clinched 
the matter, Tt was, they sald, just 
possible to follow the river scrambling 
‘over the hills, but not with transport. 
‘My caravan ‘would have to make a 
‘wide detour ;which would take 
Teast two days. Going without one 
Daggage.tor .one night was no great 
‘hurdahip, but to let the caravan with 
all my Bélongings wander round by 
itself for two whole days in this wild 
‘and diffoult country in which oc- 
enalonal ‘footpads are by no means 
lunknown, was quite out of the ques~ 
lon, I therefore reluctantly dropped. 
the Idea of attempting to follow the 
whole course and decided to try 
Teast to cross it in the gorges, Select 
{ng a gultable erossing place presented 
no diMiculties, as there.were only 
two-on this whole section. I chose 
the one lower down near a village 
called Fonlen (Buddha's DMllistone) 
‘whlch although only three miles away 
fas the crow fles was to take us 
seven hours hard marching. 


Wild and Ploturesque Country 
We lett the fort soon atter noon 
and fot Into very wild and pletur- 
fexque country where the track Was at 
times completely hidden by the vexe= 
{ation and where we had to force our 
‘way through the serub and bushes, 
the leaves of which were just begin: 
ning to take on thelr autumn tints of 
Fed and gold, ‘Early in the afternoon 
ive arrived at a small empie perehed 
iy itself high up on the mountain 
je. Here. we had 10 say" for the 
hight as there was ‘no-olter place 
‘we could reach before dark. 

Tk is not often one finds a temple 
like this all by Itself, far aay from 
‘other hnbitatins and ‘ot even ont 
mountain top. But this temple, com= 
monly Known as the. Fierce’ Tiger 
‘Temple, had good grounds for its 
aituation there, In former’ tines, T 
‘was told, the hills hero had been in- 
ented with tigers Which preyed on 


























the goats and pigs of the scattered| 
farms, The inhabltants had therefore 


had ceased thelr depredations. 

‘On the following day we continued 
‘our descent southwest arriving short 
ly before noon at Fonien, a small 
‘hamlet of about halt a dozen thatched 
‘mud huts. Our arrival at this out- 
of-the-way place caused considerable 
excitement. “Its inhabitants hed never 
seen a foreigner, or even a donkey 
caravan for that matier. come their 
way before. And at first when we 
explained that we were making for 
‘Yenhocheng we were received with 
loud shouts of derision: that we had 
gone completely astray. Tt took some 
Lime before we could obtain a hearing 
and convince them that after all we 
‘were really in our right minds, and 
that, if pethaps somewhat queer to| 
have come by such an unusual and 
aimexit route, there wes none the: 
ess method in our madness, 


Fording the River 
‘The next business to be settled was| 
that of crossing the river. For this 
‘we had to enlist the services of some 
of the villagers who knew every 
inch of the ford, to guide us across 
ind carry over our stuff, I was not} 
t all re-assured by their very vague| 
‘statements, specially when they would | 
not answer miy question, how deep 
it was, I did not- want to lose my 
baggage ora donkey. ‘Their ussur- 
‘ance that they would “quaranteo" us 
‘a safe crossing did not comfort me 
im the least. As I pointed out, thelr 
whole village was scarcely worth the 
price of some of the valuable instru-| 
ments, I hed with me. Further 
lengthy argument revealing that it 
‘meant either crossing here or not at 
all and going back all the way we 
‘had come, there could obviously be 
no two thoughts about It 
‘After some keen bargaining we| 
hired the services of three villagers| 
to take us and our belongings safely| 
across. for $1.50, a sum. I imagine, 
they had not often seen in thelr lives! 
up to then, Our. guides now made 
much display of some wicker baskets 
outzuy—used for feeding animals—| 
fon which our luggage was to be. 
Moated across. ‘The donkey-men were 
greatly impressed by the sight of 
these baskets and had pleasant visions 
of our belongings being ferried over 
safely and dry in them, 1 am not 
sure they did not even picture them- 
selves sitting comfortably in the 
baskets and floating gently across the 
raging torrent. Vain imaginings. The 
baskets awakened no such hopes in| 
my breast and merely excited my| 
ridicule. Nor was my scepticism iIl- 
founded: the baskets were never used. 
‘Tho very frst one that was launched 
fore it was even

‘We were a cheerful and nolsy party| 
as we wended our way down the last 
‘gully to the river bank: the donkey- 
men were excited at the prospect of| 
this novel” adventure, the villagers:

ed and profitable visitors, while I 
was in a good temper at having|

‘We came out on to a stretch with|

SPINSTERS’ SOCIETY 
OF KWANGTUNG ~ 


Woman, Forswear Matrimony | 
and’ Earn Own Living 


‘One of the most pecultar,, social 
organizations in Kwangtung pfovince 
is the “Spinsters Society, members 
of which vow never to matry as lon 
they live." While those sworn 
spinsters are found. all over the 
provinee, the majority, however, are 
im Shunteh district, ‘south Kwang- 
‘They distinguished by 

IF pecullar dress, being usually 
clad in simple black clothes. The 
most distinctive feature is a long 
queue, which is a symbol of thelr 
maldenhood, states the Central News. 

‘The tenets of the soclety are to 
relain one’s maldenhood all through 
fe, to earn an independent living 
tund to help each other. Upon joining 
the society, the new members mi 
swear before thelr “sisters” that they 
will never marry, In the eyes of 
these sworn spinsters, never is there 
‘greater disgrace toa sister, it shi 
Suddenly foresaes her faith ond gets 
‘married, 

‘The independent spirit of the mem- 
bers. is most admirable, However 
rich their families may be, they wilt 
come out and earn a living themselves 
when they have grown old enough 
fo. work, They are willing to. do 
whatever job they can land upon, 
however small thelr remuneration. 
‘Usually they work as maid-servants. 

It is mot infrequent that ‘members| 
of the society are compelled by their 
Parents to get morried. Under such 
elrcumstances they will concede to be 
“married” in name only. Instead 
of living with their “hustands's th 
Will lve tarm money to get cor 
‘ublnes and support the couples with 
monthly’ subsidies or “alimony.” 
‘Many. of them toll throughout the 
rest of their life just to support their 
“husbands” and the latter's concubines 
‘0 that they may be'left alone. 

‘Many tales are told how the 
spinsters protect themselves on their 
wedding days when they are com- 
‘polled to pass through the ceremonies. 
‘Members of the soclety are also noted

Reaches Sinklang 

In May he felt sufficiently prow 
fclent in the language to continue 
hhig Journey and joined a caravan 
going Into Sinklang via Karakorum, 
and ‘Khotan and thence to Urumehi, 
‘On account of severe fighting it was 
Impossible for the caravan to proceed 
via Khotan, so they made thelr way 
to Gilgit and then across the border 
into Sinkiang. However, before they 
reached Kashgar, thelr first objective 
fn that province, they were inter- 
cepted by tho armies of General Lee 
Sung. After a week's enforced visit 
matters were straightened out and the 
caravan was permitted to go on its 
way. 

‘On reaching Kashgar, Mr. Hathaway 
arranged through the kindness of the 
British Consul there for mall conaist- 
Ing of lelters to friends, copious notes 
‘and_two rolls of motion pleture film 
to be sont back to America. While 
there he also arranged for the ship- 
ment of a number of objects to the 
Southwestern Museum in Los Angeles. 
Mr, Hathaway left Kashgar on June 
5, and from that time until found in 
Kwelhua nothing further was heard 
‘ot him. < 

‘The message received here stated 
that Mr. Hathaway had reached 
Urumeht safely, only to be selzed by 
the Soviels.

ind from the 
department heads, Doctors Paul Kuel, 
‘Huang Pu and Hu Yi, representing 
the sclence, education and arts 
schools. Dr. Frank Hutchins of Yall 
Middle’ School in Changsha, the 
offeial representative , of Yale-In- 
China, was presented with a large| 
silk banner, 

Central China College is a union 
of five smaller colleges which were 
formerly situated in Hupeh and Hu- 
nan. In 1924, three schools organized 
by the American Church Bfssion, the 
London Mission and the Methodist | 
Mission (Boone, Grifith and Wesley) 
jolned and were enlarged after the 
revolution by Yale College In Chang- 
sha and Huping College of the Lon- 
don Mission. To-day ‘the college is 
registered with the government and 
}has no compulsory. religion,: though 
every, fort ts made to maintain « 
religious, atmosphere In the student 
dormitories. 

Compared with Wu-Han University, 
Central China College is small, poorly 
financed and little known. Its enrol- 
ment is 240, with a faculty of 43, 
including sixteen foreigners. Be- 
cause the college fee roughly is $250 
fa year, most students prefer to atiend 
a government university and pay less 
than half. In teaching languages the 
smaller college is fer superior to-a 
government school, making possible 
Instruction in most Mberal arts sub: 
ects in English, 

‘Yale-In-China, in addition to its 
selence school’ at Wuchang, also 
operates the Siangya Hospital, siang~ 
ya Medical School and Yalt Middle 
‘School, all, in Changsha, ‘The Yale 
work in Central Chine College in- 
cludes undergraduate physics, chemis- 
try, blology and mathematics. |The 
work Is financed directly by Yale- 
in-China Association Inc., an Ameri 
can organization composed ot 
graduates of Yale University. The 
Femarkable aspect of Yale work is| 
thelr inslstance upon Chinese leader- 
ship. Of the thirleen‘seience in- 
Structors at Central China College, 
only-one is a foreigner, the rest belng 
forelgn-trained Chinese scholars.

Com, Z. Volpicelli 


prominent Italian ‘resident of| 
‘Far East passed away at Nagasaki 
Friday, October 30, in the person 
Com, Z. Volpicelli, who fret came 
China in 1681. Up to a year ago 
hhe appeared strong and vigorous, but 
began to fall then and tour or: five 
weeks ago he took to his bed. ‘There 
are no felatives in Japan and his 
wife, who survives him, is now in 
Italy, “He came to Nagasaki about 
four years ago after spending some 
years in retirement at Canton and 
Macao.

Com, Volpicelli was born in’ 1850, 
‘and completed his education at the 
University of Naples, afterwards 
studying Arabic In Syria and passing 
first in the final examination of the 
Royal Oriental Institute at Naples. 
On coming to China he joined the| 
Chinese Maritime Customs, in which 
service he spent eighteen years, dur- 
Ing which period he rendered dis- 
ingulshed Service to the Chinese 
Government by reason of his linguis- 
tle ability. In 1899, he was appoint- 
4 Htatan Consul at Hongkong, with 
jurisdiction over Sout an 
‘was’ promoted’ to” Consul-General, 
three years later. 

‘By translating the twelfth chapter 
of Becaria's celebrated treatise of 
“crimes and Punishments" into Chl- 
nese, Com. Volpicelli contributed 
largely towards the official sbolition, 
sn 1004, of judicial torture. On his 
retirement from the Consular service 
in 1020, he received a very eulogistic 
letter from Dr. Sun Yatesen in re- 
gard to the services he had rendered 
China in his offeial capacity. From 
Tialy, Russia, and Austria he received 
decorations and the Chinese Govern- 
ment awarded him gold medals in 
recognition of valuable services dur- 
ing elvil wars and commotions.

! BROADCASTING RULES: 
FOR CHINA 


| Progranimes to Be Approved: 
Compulsory Relaying 


Nankicg, Nov. 4 

‘Regulations governing’ the ad- 
ministration of broadcasting 
throughout China have been pro- 
‘mulgated by the Ministry of Com- 
munications, Every station is requir 
ed to submit beforehand its general 
plan, outlining. the topies to 
broadcast ‘and its broadcasting hours 
dally, to the Broadcasting Enterprise 
Birecting Committee, for examina 
tion ond approval, ‘Any change in 
the general plan after approval must 
he reported to the Committee. 

‘The dally schedule, giving all 
items to be broadeast, and the names 
‘of persons. who will’ broadeast, also 
‘must be submitted for examination 
‘and approval, and the committee may 
make any change considered neces~ 
sary. In special circumstances, when 
station adds new items to a dally 
schedule already approved, or can- 
cels part of it, at most one-fifth of 
the ‘entire schedule may thus be 
changed. 

‘All broadcasting stations, it is also 

required, must rebroadcast such items 
‘as fixéd py the Central Broadcasting 
Station, ‘They are also under an 
‘obligation to rebroadcast other im~ 
ortant items whenever so notified 
by the Central Broadcasting Station. 
‘Such extra items will not be more 
{han one dally. 
‘As regards the nature of pro- 
grammes, the regulations provide that 
those broadcast by Government 
‘owned stations should include 
‘material on educational purposes, or 
Teetures, while those broadcast by 
private-owned stations should con~ 
fain at least 40 per cent. of such sub- 
jects, With the exception of amuse- 
‘ment items, Mandarin should be used 
for broadeasting publicity, education 
vl programmes, and lectures. Should 
local dialects be used, they must be 
supplemented with Mandarin, Broad- 
cesting items of a radical, obscene, 
OF superstitious nature is strictly 
prohibited, 

Standard China time must be the 
basis for broadcasting.

Chekiang is as dry as a bone and 
weary for the want of water. A sun- 
dled land, the autumn crops are 
shrivelied through lack of molsture. 
In some parts, over two months have 
elapsed without a drop of raln— 
streams aro dry and springs exhaust- 
‘ed and peasants carry water from a 
istance, while others labour to get 
‘2 few spoonfuls of ooze from the 
bottom of wells,” Farmers are crying

by the dry spell, the volce of re~

RETIRES. 


Mr. G. Caulton’s 42 Years| 
with the China Merchants 


A record of long service on the 
‘Yangtze terminated on Nov. 3 by the 
departure on retirement of Mr, G. 
Coulton, who, after serving his. 
apprenticeship with Messrs, Manlove 
& Alllot, Lid, of Nottingham, came 
out East in June, 1892, to join the 
Catherine Apear as Sih Engincer. 
‘A year later young Caulton was 
‘on ‘the Diamond, promoted to 3rd 
Engineer, and 30 came in contact. 
‘with a famous name in literature, 
for the- Diamond originally was the 
Jeddah and has been made immortal 
by Conrad's story of "Lord Jim.” 
1604, Mr, Caulton signed on’ the 
China Morchants. vessel Yung-ching, 
‘and thus began an association which 
has lasted 42 years and only ter- 
‘minates with his retirement, 


Jn those early days there was 
war with Japan and the Yung-ching 
Hew the Austelan flag, and her 
‘trooping operations were more ex- 
citing than most. At least, that must 
have been the impression on the 
‘minds of her officers as they realized 
{he dangerous proximity of their 
soldier passengers: when smoking, on 
boxes of powder and other manitions 
of war. 

Tn June, 1900, Mr. Caulton was 
promoted ‘Chief’ Engineer, and in 
That capacity, he served on most of 
the Company's fleet until his retire- 
nent, "This servic, entaled, many 
trooping engogements, an« _ 
Cauilton saw a good’ deal of the 
turmoll before and after the Re- 
olution, During the last 15 years 
hhe has made a record almost as 
remarkable as his long tenure of| 
service with the China Merchants, 
for he has been consistently sailing 
in the Kiangshun as she runs be- 
tween Shanghal. and Hankow. 
Geparture, therefore, will make the 
officers and mon of the Kiangshun 
‘gem very strange as they | make 
‘the familiar journey without the 
familiar gure in’ charge of the 
vengines, 

During his tong residence in Chino 
‘Mr, Gaulton has been an enthusiastic 
observer of the varied life of the 
country around him.

OF CARTOONS 


Pungent Humour and Modern’ 
‘Technique Main Features 


‘The first of its kind in China, an 
exhibition of over two | hundred 
feartoons and caricatures, the work 
of Chinese artists from ah over th 
eountry, is now on display In the 
‘Sun. Go, building, at the corner of 
‘Yu'Ya Ching ond Nanking Roads. 
‘The majority of the artists tearned 
to wield thelr pens and pencils in 
China itself, and since many of them 
have never’ beep out of the country, 
‘the exhibition is an excellent ex. 
ample of China's development and 
technique in this branch of art, 

‘Unilice thelr" forelgn  confreres 
Chinese cartoonists pay little atten- 
tion to salire o gentle irony, achiev- 
Ing thelr effects with broad allu- 
slong and pungent humour. Some of 
the cartoons would hardly be seen 
outside of a salon, for the artists 
have dram on the rather sordid 
side. of life for thelr subjects, and 
‘one needs to be rather broad-minded 
to appreciate them, Indeed, an alr 
‘of gloom and depression seems to 
bbe the favourite effect at which the 
artist has striven. 

On the other hand, there are 
cartoons which could ’ well grace 
the pages of any high class magazine 
‘or Journal anywhere in the world. 
In many of this type, the artist has. 
completely forsaken the old Chinese

thus driving students too hard. 
Another factor was the economic 
‘question, the scale of pay being far 
too low, thus many who were com-

work than teaching.

After housing tlie oMfces of Caldbeck, Macgregor & Co, Lid, for, over forty years, this two-storey 
building, which Js believed to be over sixty years old, has now been razed to the ground, In’ its place, 
a two-storey Elizabethan-style building will be erected, on .the same site in Foochow Road next to 


the Hongkong & Shanghai Bonk. 








Gothic Erection-as Foil to 


One more. link with Shanghai of 
the first half of the last contury is 
now gone, with the razing of the old 
premises of ‘Messrs, Caldbeck, Mac- 
gregor & Co, 44 Foochow Road, now 
complete. Work on the new offices 
will commence in the near future, 
and the building will come as a 
distinet surprise to those accustomed 
to seeing severely modern buildings 
rise overnight, for it will be ia the 
Elizabethan style, complete with 
interior ‘courtyard and a gabled 
directors’ board-room. Further de- 
{ails of, the new premises are being 
kept as a surprise. Messrs, Palmer 
& Turner are the architec 

Lot 1045 on which the old building 
stood, and on which the new one 
will be built, dates back to the year 
1047, when it formed part of Lot 55, 
‘the property of MacVicar & Co., and 
then measured 10 mow 0 fun’ 7 1 
1 how. A part of Lot 55 was sold 
to Turner & Co, and in 1048, with 
the addition of two small purchases 
of adjoining land, it measured 12 
mow 7 fun. What actually hap- 
pened to MacVicar & Co. is lost in 
the rages of history, but in 1655 the 

id was transferred to Robert 
Sinith & Co. A curious point is 
that, when the land was re-measured | 
by the ‘Taotal on March 9, 1870, it 
was found to measure exactly’ 11 
maw. No explanation of this dis- 
erepancy ean be found. Four years 
tuter, the land was split into three 
lols,’ Nos. 1044-45-46, rogisterod 
tesyectively in the names of J. T. 
Bran, A. H. de Carvalho, ‘and 
George Smith. Lot 1045 measured 
2 mow, 2 fun, 1 Ui, 1 how and a re- 
‘sue Of a Map of that period lists 
wit, A. J. H. Carvalho as then being 
tauployed” by the “North-China 
Herald.” It is presumed he was 
the same man as the owner’ of Lot 
1048, After being sold to Robert 
Murkenzie in’ 1880, the lot was pur 
chased by E. J. Caldbeck and John 
Mnegregor in 1994, and, when Mr. 
Caldbeck died in 1914, his share of 
the land was purchased from his, 
ayinte by Mr. John Macgregor. When 
the latter ‘died in 1916 the 
groperty was left to Messrs. J. 
¥. and N.C, Macgregor, his sons, 
jn the form of a bequest. 

A Very Old Building 

‘The actual age of the old building 
fs not known, but it is thought to 
have been over sixty years, dating 
weli beyond that memorable winter 

1992-83, when Shanghai's ponds 
il smaller erecks were frozen solid 
for over a week, and an ice-skating 
tub was formed, receiving every 
encouragement from the  talpans, 
most offices closing daily at 4 p.m. 
Feochow Road then had several 
‘Sulldings, of varying sizes, but all of 
two storeys, No. 4 was the pro- 
erly of Mr. Robert Mackenzie, 
Messrs, Caldbeck, Macgregor & Co.

About May, 1804, the firm moved 
from No. 7 to No.’ Foochow Road, 
Mr, and Mrs. Caldbeck coming from 
‘Waungpoo Road to live in the rooms 
fon the first floor. On the first 
floor, No. 4 Foochow Road had the 
‘then’ popular enclosed verandahs of 
ahnost ‘mammoth proportions, and 
‘the bricks used in the building were 
‘if larger size than are obtainable to- 
day. Old contractors declare that 
these bricks were fired with wood 
oF «traw, and not with coal, as is the 
modern ‘practice; undoubtedly they 
Were of better quality and stronger 
than the moaern blue brick. 


Gothie Windows 


‘A curious feature of No. 4 was 
thos two of the windows at the back 
were Gothic in style, somewhat 
shallar to those in the’ old China 
Werckants bullding opposite, and 
whirh are still to be seen, facing the 
Hongkong & Shanghal Bank building. 
Noscne seems to know why thesc 
two Gothle windows were included 
In No, 4, but the theory is advanced 
that that particular portion of the 
uilding formed the private chapel 
of Mr, de Carvalho, one of its early 
‘owners. ‘The building was renum- 
bered 44 in 1094. 


‘That, in brief, is the history of 
the old building, which is now no 
moe, ‘Through the courtesy of 
Catdbeck, ‘Macgregor & Co, the 
“North-China “Herald” on Nov. 6 
wos given the opportunity of looking 
ver the elevation plans of the new 
‘worstorey building. It looks as If 
it has been bodily picked up from 
seme old English town and cargied 
en masse to its present site. ~In 
‘2 city of rapidly growing skyscrapers 
fof severely practical lines, it strikes 
‘a dciightfully refreshing ‘note, and 
shuld do much to improve the 
‘veauty of Its commercial surround- 
ings.

RICKSHAW PULLERS’ 
INSURANCE . 


Largest. Social Assurance 
‘Scheme in China - 


What 1s described ad the largest 
ecial tusurance scheme. in China, fs 
now in full swing, Having béen 
started by the Pullers’. Mutual Aid 
Association here. 

‘The scheme saw {ts start on May 
4, 1098, when the Association in- 
Aormed’ its 41,000 ‘members that 
henceforth they were all to be 
‘sured against death and disablement 

ong as they pursued thelr voca~ 
tion of pulling rickshaws licensed 
by she Setilement, Without paying, 
‘ay fee beyond their usual contribu- 
tons of 34 cents per shift, they 
‘and thelr familles. were entitied to 
the benefit of $40 in caso-of the 
puller's death, $20 in cuse of the 
oss of the sight of one eye or the 
oss of one hand or one foot and $40 
In case of the loss of the use of two 
limos or two eyes or of one eye 
aud one limb. 

‘Aithough these sums ure quite 
small, they “ure by. no means 
ugligible in the eyes of the insured 
who as a rule have no savings. In 
case of death $30 out of the $40 
‘ould be sufficient for funeral ex- 
fenses and the remalning $10 would 
be useful to help the family to tide 
xx the crisis, while in case of 
isublement the ‘benefit 1s often suf- 
fielent to start the insured in some 
ind of petty trace, 

Governing Board 

‘The whole scheme is ‘administered 
uy an: Insurance Governing” Board 
cL eight specially appointed for the 
Purpose by the Board of Management 
with Col, MT. ‘ehou serving as 
Ckalrman ond Mr, C. . Yen as 
treasurer, Mr, T.L, Chang thet 
General Secretary of the Association 
serves concurrently as manuger. He 
heads a staff of four who are already 
members of the regular staff of the 
JAssociation. ‘The operation expenses 
‘are kept to a miniiaum, viz, about 
$1QU per month as no extra salaries 
were paid the staff and only a small 
portion of thew regular salaries was 
transferred to the Insurance budget, 

During the first five months of 
the operation of the scheme 112 
claims were met in full, There 
were 107 cases of death and five 
cases of disablement, In each case 
‘un apelication form is first signed 
by the claimant ond guaranteed by 
fa person known to the Association. 
‘Then one of the staff would make. 
(70 oF more visits to the home of 
the puller ‘concerned, conduct an 
investigation and make a. report. 
When the manager ig satisfied with, 
the ‘genuineness of the claim, he 
suns a voucher for the payment of 
the benefit which is next passed to. 
wre chairman for gerutiny and his 

wgnature, . When this Is done the 
{eeasurer makes the necessary dis- 
bursement. Unless there are good 
reasons to the icontrary . payments 
‘should be made ‘within 24 hours of 
‘the application, In order to finance 
the scheme a sym of $30,000 was 
voted by the trusteos last April. Of 
nis amount only about $5,000 has 
been upent during the first fh 
months, which is much less than 
anticipated,

figures wil be Increased to ton mls 
{516,000 spindles, and 10,100 tooms be- 
foro the end of 1937. Tho new plants 
will be erected by the Shanghal Cot- 
ton Manufacturing Co, the Dal Nip- 
on Boseki Kalsha, and the Fuku- 
shima Cotton Spinning Co.

To the Ealtor of the

Sm—It ts surprising what can 
come from the pen of, 
HA. Reoks, ‘That he, 
payer of tho Settlement, a British 
Barrister, whose articles have 
40 often appeared in various journals, 
should presume to impute to me ac- 
cusations "that T have never made 
and moreover declare. as fact some- 
thing of which he is entirely ignor- 
‘ant, 4s so Unjust that those whohave 
read all my correspondence and can 
therefore judge me fairly will resent, 
Apart from which T think his cholee 
of language is somewhat unhappy. 

He is intrigued te know for whom 
I speak. 1 am just og intrigued to 
know for whom he speaks, To charge 
me with rating the members of the 
SMC, with many of whom T am 
‘acquainted, as self-ceekers, is idle 
lous and 1 choose to ignore the 
charge. I respect each and every 
Individual who sits on the Counel 
But T stilt seo no reason for getting 
sentimental, like JHLR. did, over 
thelr work. 1 do ‘not believe they 
seek gratitude. Some may be on 
the Council because of thelr public 
spiritedness, cthers because" they 
Were nominated to represent definite 
local interests; but as a governing 
body 1, at least, feel that they are 
not altogether as representative as 
they might be and from that springs 
the feeling that, our. Administration 
is a select coterlc that panders only 
to certain interests. Right or wrong, 
this is what ts Seiny noise’ abroad 
and there can be no harm done in 
stating it openly. “The SIM. 
cannot lay claim to perfection 
and asa publie | body its 
actions are open to criticism. But 
there has been no xttempt in my let- 
ters at lowering its prestige nor its 
powers nor has any’ attack been de- 
lvered at the character of any Indl- 
vidual or individuele. 

It Mr. Reeks wishes to belittle any 
efforts I am making to secure for 
Shanghai what I c:naider_a more re- 
resentative goverrmient dnd a great- 
er recognition of the rights of the 
small man, he is a% liberty to do so. 
My person and my ideas or opinions 
are two very different things. Tt can 
bardly “matter therefore whether , 1 
‘em a Hottentot or a Bushman, As it 
happens I do. belong to one of 
the three nationalities that Mr. 
Reeks names, Qa that matter, 
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of fact therefore he -is hopelessly 
wrong. T have my place of business 
in the International Settlement .and 
Indirectly contribute to Its govern- 
‘ance and upkeep. And as a citizen 
of this great city 1 will continue to 
maintain the right each of us poss 
tes to freedom of speech, 

‘When speaking of the S.M.C. it 
Is not possible to treat the present 
one as a separate entity from any 
of those which preceded il, Tt ix 
not a Being so much as.a form of 
Government, with very definite poll- 
eles arrived at after due deliberation. 
‘These polleles may or may not, sult 
the public. Individual Councillors 
may change yearly but the Coun. 
ell as ‘a body “goes marching on.” 
This point cloarly understood—and 
anyone with an open mind cannot fail 
te understand—the eause for eriticlsm 
of to-day’s Couneil Js more readily 
understood, f 

‘Whether the higher ranks in the 
Councils’ employ are overpald or 
not isa distinet :natter of opinion, 
T still feel that they are because if 
it Js found necessary’ to dismiss lowly 
oid employees and take away from 
them what is a. bare living, those 
higher: 4p are always in an Infinitely 
etter position to take a “cul.” ‘This 
dcetrine is somewhat socloiistic 1 
admit but It is not for that reason 
inhuman. Tt ts the whole motif of 
my correspondence present and past. 

‘As to emoluments In commercial 
life T have nothing to say, the matter 
Leing purely private in nature. Yet, 
it will be readily admitted that those 
in commercial undertakings have to- 
eccopt risks which I do not. think 
ore present in a Municipal Service. 

T will not enter into a controve 
over whether an “orgy of spending’ 
of “economy” is the better way in 
which to blast Shanghal out of the 
depression, Here again Mr. Reeks 1s 
drawing a red herring across the trall 
and I do not propose to follow the 
scent, not Ming herrings. Each of 
these’ schools of thought on econo- 
mics has a distinguished following 
‘snd none has so far been proved cor= 
ret, Also the real wealth of  Shang- 
hhal does not come from the presence 
of a few highly-pald foreigners but 
from the financial well-being of the 
masses—the small men. 

Dealing more partiewarly with 
‘Shanghal's Ananees it is evident that 
the SAMC.C, cannot maintaln the pres 
ent rate of expenditure as against 
Income and for that reason it is in- 
‘cumbent upbn it to, reduce its -ox- 
penses,, (It would ‘be Interesting in- 
deed to see such a reducing process 
being put into application through 
greater spending!!), I have simply 
itlven my ideas as to where reduc- 
tions may be effected and have done 
s0 quite frankly. Inthe process 1 
‘was propared to accept opposition but 
of the right order. I think opponents 
Uke JALR. and Mz, Reeks and others 
would gain iby a lessor betrayal of 
impatience in thelr publle utterances. 
!Nincompoope,” ‘leetf-seakere,”  “en~ 
vious ones," “carping crities," “snip- 
ete, are all names ‘that do 
nothing more than confirm a weuk 
defence and envenom a discussion 
whieh is after all neademical. 

T have admitted in my correspon- 
dence the excellent work dono by 
the S.MEC. and have deprecated the 
raking up of the “mud” of the past.

If the dignity of the 
SM.C. might not be enhanced by the 
presenice of Mr. Recks (ie. of course 
it Mr. Recks refrains ‘from being 
ylotent or vulgar) oF mytelt on that 
body T for my part cannot see tha 
would necessarily be diminished. A 
man's value to a community Ues not 
In hls soelal or economical position 
but in what 4s within him and In 
his desire to serve each and every 
one without reference to race, creed, 
soclal or economical standing. 

T shall always defend any personal 
charges against me but eee no neces 
sity for continuing a discussion in 
which T have made my stand quite 
clear. I would like to conclude on 
fone note however—a plea for a bel- 
ter understanding between the vari- 
‘ous communities in this elty.

‘The case for the prosecution having 
concluded at a late hour on Novem- 
der 6, Karam Singh (alias Durga’ 
Dass), Rattan Singh and Sadhu 
Singh’ were committed for trial by 
‘Mr, C. H. Haines, Registrar, in H. M. 
Police Court, on three charges arising 
‘out of the severe wounding of a Chi- 
ese named Hu Mel-sung near the 
village of Pau Tso, Pootung, last 
month, The charges'were preferred 

simultaneously against all three. 
‘was that "on 











felssung, with intent to murder

‘After being cautioned, all three 
ccilsed sald they did not wish to call 
ny witnesses, but would make thelr 
statements inthe Supreme Court, 
‘Owing to the gravity of the charges, 
‘no ball was allowed, the prisoners 
boing remanded.

Wao was found dead on 
Vacant ground in Chapel at sunrise 
on June 19, 1999, was part of the 
eviaence given by a police witness, 
an expert in ballistics, during the 
course of a hearing on November 2. 

Detective-Sergeant F. A. Ewins, in 
charge of the Arms  identifieation 
Section, Police Headquarters, sald he 
had exumined some cartridge cases 
and bullets handed him by Detective 
Sergeant S. Craig, and upon com- 
paring them with those found at the 
scone of the murder of Bishan Singh, 
found tney were identic. In his 
opirlon, they bad been fired from 
a Colt’ 45 automatic pistol. 

In the course of investigations into| 
the murder of Bishan Singh, witness 
sald, he fired 169 Colt pistols of this 
calibre, in an effort to trace the 
‘weapon, but, although the markings 
‘were similar on all these pistols, 
none were identic. 

Dr. 8. KK, Squlres said he examined 
Hu at the Police Hospital on October 
28, and found one bullet-hole behind 
‘hls eft ear and another in the left 
temple. Both were clean-cut wounds. 
‘The man’s left ear was deaf and the 
leftside of the face was paralysed. An 
X-ray picture showed fragmentation 
‘of the Jeft mastoid and’of the temple 
bone. ‘The wound could not have 
been inflicted by a right-handed 
‘man, but could have been done by 
a left-handed man, ‘The wound 
behind the ear marked the entry of 
the bullet, the other the exit. It 
was too early yet to say with cere

‘Many Americans look upon this as: 
the paltriest of excuses. ‘They have 
never accepted the British thesis that 
war debt payments were partly 
responsible for the depression and 
‘were drag on international trade. The 
British position, they feel is a hy- 
critical excuse for to retain thelr 
freedom to squeeze some trade ad- 
vantage by depreciating the pound. 


Public Against Reduction 

‘The Administration inclination to 
sidestep the war debt Issue is based 
‘upon the realization that a solution 
1s Impossible. Public and Congres- 
slonal opinion is definitely opposed to 
reduetion and war debt “countries; 
cannot pay the debis until they are 
reduced. ‘The suggestion “Let's stab- 
lllze currencies and start international 
trade moving so that the debts will 
no longer be a burden or a problem”
